In 1977 when cattle feeders 
were suffering through one of 
their worst slumps in recent 
years, Bob Holst of rural 
Princeton did something that 
was almost unthinkable — he 
expanded his facilities so he 
could finish more cattle. 

The addition of a 25’x99’ 
Harvestore and a 45’x176’ 
Wick confinement facility was 
Holst’s third major feedlot 
improvement since 1971 when 
he built his first Harvestore, a 
20’x70’ structure for high 
moisture corn. 

At a time when many 
producers were either 
hanging on by the seat of their 
pants or else getting out of 
cattle feeding altogether, why 
such a seemingly drastic 
move? 

‘An uncle once told me that 
‘when they walk, you run, and 
when they run, you walk,’ ” 
Holst said 


“| Wish The

Holst recalls the reaction of 
a state Environmental 
Protection Agency worker last 
year when he called Des 
Moines to see if there were any 
pollution control standards he 
would have to meet -- “‘for a 
confinement facility -- for 
cattle,’ Holst told the EPA. 
“For cattle?”? came the reply - 
- “We haven’t had a request 
like that this year!”’

optimism that the industry is 
enjoying won’t nullify chances 
for a steady profit picture in 
the future. “I wish things 
would settle down,’’ he said. 

Though Holst considers 
himself a pessimist, his ex- 
pansion program reflects the 
eternal optimism that cat- 
tlemen are reputed to possess. 


Holst maintains an average 
of 500 head of cattle on the 
premises year round, buying 
calves at 500 pounds and 
feeding to 1050-1100 pounds. 
He’ll turn about 720 head a 
year, or as he describes it: 
“360,000 pounds of production 
(gain) a year.”’ 


The newest facilities were 
added to increase lot space for 
finishing. Holst said -he’s 


trying to establish an all year a 


marketing program. ‘That 
way, I’ll be sure to hit ‘all the 
lows’ and some of the highs,”’ 
he mused. 


Holst now has three Har- 
vestores -- the 20’ x 70’ built in 
1971, a 20’x80’ built in 1973 and 
the 25’x90’ built last year. The 
20’ x 80’ is for haylege and the 
25’x90’ is for roughage -- corn 
and rye silage. They’re built 
around an old corn crib which 
is used as a feed house. 


Prefers Calves 
Holst prefers to start with 
calves as opposed to 700 pound 
yearlings. ‘“‘You have a 
smaller initial cost and they’re 
a safer route in the long run,”’ 
he said. 


At the time of his most 
recent expansion into feeding, 
Holst also cut back his cow- 
calf herd to 20 head of black- 
white-faces.

Custom Feeding 

One way in which Hein’s 
operation, is unique is his 
custom mixing of the 
ingredients used in the feeds 
which supplement the corn 
silage, alfalfa haylege and 
high moisture corn fed to his 
cattle. 

A veterinarian friend, Dr. 
H.C. Baker of Wilton, tests 
samples of the home grown 
feeds which are the basis of 
Hein’s rations. 

“I first determine what I 
want to feed, then let Dr. 
Baker mix it. We balance the 
rations with the proper 
amounts of minerals and 
proteins.. The proper blend in 
the feed takes care of a lot of 
health problems, and _ it’s 
cheaper when I do it myself,” 
Hein explained. 

Hein said that the biggest 
nutrient deficiencies in 
forages are minerals -- 
especially magnesium and 
manganese. ‘“‘I’ye noticed 


problems in animal health ~ 


where changing the ration 
formula made a difference -- 
cases like respiratory 
diseases and hoof rot,’’ he 
Said. : 

Corn silage, which is the 
basic ingredient, is sup- 
plemented with aqui- 
ammonia to bring the protein 
level up. 

Hein’s feeding setup at the

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‘Producers Must Promote’

‘We'd live on the hogs and the cattle would 
put up a building once in a while.’’ That’s how 
Bill Turkle, a Durant area cattle feeder, sums 
up his 31-year cattle feeding career. 
But, while prosperous cattle markets could 
occassionally provide capital to improve the 
’ farmstead, Turkle says of today’s markets, 
“they can take a building away.” © 
Turkle, who now lives in Walcott, farms in 
partnership with son Merle on 320-acres 
carved out of the heart of Cleona Township’s 
Muscatine loam. Merle, 24, who is president

of the Scott County Cattlemen’s*Association 
this year, is raising a third generation of 
Turkle cattle feeders with his wife, the former 
Debbie Guerink of rural Stockton. 

A visitor to the Turkle farmstead would see 


an impressive spread of barns for the cattle . 


and hog operation Bill built. But there’s a 
striking irony this year--empty beef feedlots. 

_ The reason is economic--while Turkles have 
the capacity to feed 450 cattle, they cut back 
to 280 last fall when feeder cattle were going 
for $70 CWT. ‘“‘At that price they couldn’t 
bring enough (to pay out),’’ the senior Turkle

said. Even in retrospect, Turkle feels he 
made the right decision. “‘I’m sure glad I’m 
out of it this year,’’ he said. . 

But just because Turkle’s numbers are 
down doesn’t mean they’re out of the 
business--anything but. Merle says he isn’t 
alone, that there are a lot of yards downon 
cattle numbers this year. But, like.a tried and 
true cattle feeder, he vows to get back into full 
production once the price of feeders isn’t 
quite so high. Not to mention that the 280 head 
he’s feeding right now represent a pretty 
sizeable investment. 

Turke says it will take $70 CWT at market 
time to recoup his investment. He’s not 
making any predicitons, but with today’s 
market hovering in the $66-67 range, he’s 
hopeful that come fall when his steers reach 
1150 pounds, the market will be strong.* 

Turkle buys his feeders in the fall from 
Nebraska ranches and tries to get them to 
market in ten months. Calves come in 
weighing 435 pounds and put on 2-244 pounds 
per day through the feeding cycle. Three 
concrete stave silos, erected by Bill in 1956, 
1965 and 1972, are the focal point of the feeding 
setup. 


The smallest (and oldest) silo is a 16x60 
used for shelled corn, while the other two, a 
20x60 and a 20x70, are used for corn silage. 
Turkles feed a lot of silage and high moisture 
corn, fattening the cattle to a grade of choice 
and high choice. Last year’s beeves were sold 
to the Joliet, Ill. market, where they got close 
to the top of the market consistently. 

Despite their desire to market top quality 
cattle, Turkles recognize that it’s too 
expensive to feed steers beyond 1150 pounds. 
“You've got to watch out against getting them 
over fat,’’ Merle says. He maintains that it’s 
the producers’ desire to feed cattle that the 
packers want. He noted that within the past 
year some cattle went to market that were too 
heavy, because the price was going up and 
producers held for top dollar. 


Promotion Needed 
Noting that total beef consumption in the 
United States has remained the same while 
the population -has increased, .Merle noted 


that producers are going to have to'come up 


with money to promote their product. 


“Packers don’t promote as much as they 


should,” he said. 





The Scott County Cattlemen’s Association 
membership has grown a little bit in recent 
years to 142, most of whom are producers. 
They carry out an active program at the local 
level, with the Cow Belles, telling their story 
at shopping centers and schools. 

Merle says one of the problems producers 
face in the eyes of consumers is price, mainly 
because food is always a cash purchase, 
unlike many other ‘“‘big ticket” items that are 
bought on credit. “‘How about selling beef on 
Master Charge?”’ he asks. ‘‘You can’t take 
food back to the store...you eat it and it’s 
gone...it’s always cash and therefore it seems 
expensive,’’ he says. 


Another project being undertaken by the 
state association is working on the processing 
end to increase the ways beef can be sold. 
“Beef always goes out as fresh beef,’’ Turkle 
said, noting that most other products 
including pork are packaged under name 
brands and marketed more creatively. 

Another area where the association: is 
working to help producers is in grading. Now, 
cattle grading good are discounted about $4 
from choice, but the association is asking that 
good grade cattle with at least .3 inch backfat 
not be discounted. 

The bottom line, however, for the producer 
is efficiency. ‘“They’re telling us we have to 
be more efficient. The bigger feedlots will 
expand. We have to specialize in 
management,’’ Merle said. 


Pork Producers, Too 

Beef isn’t Turkle’s. only livestock 
enterprise. There are the hogs Bill talked 
about as providing a living. Turkles farrow 
220 sows and finish 2,500 to 3,000 hogs a year. 
Recent building additions include two 
farrowing houses with a capacity of 56 crates, 
a 400 head nursery and 550 head grower- 
finishing building. . : = 

Interestingly, Merle is the youngest of 
seven children and the only one involved in 


farming. Brother Dwight is a tomato farmer 


in California, Wayne works at Alcoa and 


Marion runs a tire store in Davenport. Sister: - 


Bonnie Frett lives in Wheatland, Marlene Arp 
lives in Walcott and Ruth lives with her 
parents.

Merle likes his business and thinks there’ll 
always be a place for family farms. 
“Somebody has to feed the beef,” he said.

‘Gung-Ho For Ge

Gary Holst has a hard time restraining his 

enthusiasm over Gelbvieh cattle. Words like 

excellent and tremendous come easily when 

the rural Eldridge farmer describes Gelb- 

vieh, an exotic breed of cattle originating in 
Germany. 

“I don’t want to knock anybody else’s 
cattle,’ he emphasizes. ‘‘There are purposes 
for the other cattle, I’m sure. But we're sold 
on these.’’ 

Gelbvieh (pronounced ‘‘Gelp-fee’”’) are 
similar to Simmental, but haven’t had the 
promotion, says Ron Irvin, area. extension 
livestock specialist from Iowa State 

- University. “It’s not a fringe breed that will be 

here today and gone tomorrow. I think it will 
stick around and give the Simmental some 

) competition.” 
_ | Holst started with stock ‘cows in 1965, but 

Wbvieh caught his attention in 1976 when an 
exhibitor from southern Iowa showed them at 

the Mississippi Valley Fair. 

- “We were impressed with what we Saw,”’ 

Holst remembers. Two first im pressions were 

the size of the cattle‘and the amount of record- 

keeping done by the Germans. The Germans 
have .done extensive selecting and 
performance testing for more than 100 years. 
“This makes these cattle quite predictable in 
terms of what they will do,”’ Holst says. 

After the 1976 fair, Holst attended a sale in 
southern Iowa where he bought a purebred 
yearling bull and four bred. heifers, all 

- Gelbviehs. | : 

“1 thought I would take it slow and easy,” 
he says of his first few years with the breed. 
Like a Missourian, he says he was in the 
“Show Me”’ state. 

- But they’ve performed just about like the 
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claims have said and we've been expanding 
numbers ever since,’’ Holst says. They’re 
now up to 50 Gelbviehs which include 
purebred and percentage cows as well as re- 
placement hiefers. They also have two 
purebred bulls, four yearling bulls, and 
several percentage bulls of various sizes and 
ages. 

“I can’t talk about Gelbvieh without 
sounding like a commercial,’’ Holst laughs. 
“But I’m real enthused about the breed. 

“I’m more impressed now than ever 
because of what the cattle are doing for us,”’ 
Holst continues. ‘‘I find them to be a bright 


spot in-a depressed industry. They’re_ 


performing well.” 
The breed is-a good dual 
Joyce, Holst’s wife. 
Holst repeats that he doesn’t want to 
downgrade other breeds, but lists the 
qualities he appreciates in Gelbvieh: 
*“excellent’”’ weaning weights. 
*“excellent”’ yearling rates, 
*“tremendous”’ mothering ability 
“easy calvers because of small birth 
weights. 
*good weight gains in the feedlot. 
*“excellent”’ dispositions. They’re quiet, 
well-behaved and easy to work: with, Holst 
Says. “They’re a joy to be around,” Joyce 
comments. | 
*They go to market sooner than some 
other exotics.

cattle.”’ Holst says. ‘‘There are: so many 
qualities and the good performance to go 
along with it.’’ 

Asked for disadvantages, Holst says he 
really hasn’t seen any. Individual cattle may 
have problems, but the breed as a whole is 
great, he says. ‘I don’t know of any disad- 
vantages. I really don’t. It sounds too good to 
be true, but it is. 

“I thoroughly enjoy working with the stock 
cow,’ Holst adds. “I just hope the economy 
lets us continue.” 

Care For Like Other Cattle. 

Except for keeping more records, Holst 
handles the Gelbvieh like any other breed. At 
breeding time, though, he sorts them out so he 
can make records. 

He tries to coordinate calving so all the 
calves are born in May or June. Then every 
morning, he rides out to the pasture and 
checks for newborn calves to mark them with 
eartags. 

The cattle graze on corn stocks and get 
large round bales of hay in the winter. In the 
Spring, they may get corn silage as a 


supplement. Spring, summer and fall, they’re 


out on grass. 

Holst has about 100 stock cows in all, 50 of 
those are Gelbvieh. 

As far as breeding goes, Holst uses bulls 
and is trying to update artificial 
‘insemination. Last year he attended AI school 
and says artificial insemination allows him to 
upgrade theherdsfaster. eae 

“I plan to incorporate more Gelbvieh into 
our herd about as rapidly as possible.” -
